7. Q. Would you support today 4 
legal packing plant strike in which 
the packing industry workers asked 
for more pay and shorter hours of 
work ? 

The qualified answer given was for 
a forty-hour week and a minimum of 
sixty cents an hour, yes. 

8. Q. Is the Alberta Farmers Union 
prepared to assist farm labor to form 
labor unions with a closed shop? 

A. No,

judges of what constitued “(Skilled 
Farm Labor.” 


EXPERIMENTAL FARM NEWS 
ANNUAL FLOWERS 

While it is true that flowering per- 
ennials make a splendid showing dur- 
ing early spring and eummer annuals 
play a part all their own in both the 
small garden and large estate, Where 
no perennials are planted, they are 
a quickly available source of bloom, 
both for cut flowers and for show, 
Gaps in the perennial border may be 
temporarily filled in with annual 
flowers and attractiveness of a 
harder may be prolonged by the ad- 
ditjonal of some annual flowrs which 
continue their blooming period past 
the time of year when most of the 
perennials with striking colors have 
completed flowering, 

Most annuals are easy to grow. Far 
best results the plants should be well 
grown in a greenhouse or hotbed, 
pricked off once into flats and then 
set outdoors early in June, By this 
method it is possible to produce 
sturdy plants that will start to bloom 
sgon after they are set out. It also 
makes it possible to get bloom from 
those types of annuals which) require 
a long period of growth before 
blooming. Chief among the latter are

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De-Nazification ermany 
MANY EVENTS OF GREAT IMPORTANCE have taken place since 
the war ended. There has been the serious unrest in some parts of the 


world, the progress of the United Nations Organization, the trial and 
punishment of war criminals and other significant happenings, all of which 


have taken up public attention in recent months, While interest has been } 


largely centred on these things, we are sometimes reminded of other 
developments which are less sensational, but nevertheless very important. 
One of these is the post-war administration of Germany, an undertaking 
which will have a profound effect on the future peace and security of the 
world. A report issued by’ the Director of the British Public Safety Branch 
early in 1946, gives some interesting facts concerning the progress which 
is being made in the British zone of occupation. 
* * * * s 
A thorough process of ‘‘de-Nazification” has been 
Progress Has undertaken in the area administered by Britain 
and considerable progress has been reported in 
Been Reported this difficult undertaking. In the beginning, atten- 
tion was directed mainly to eliminating Nazis from positions in the fields 
of administration, education, police work and public services, but it has now 
been extended to economic and industrial organizations. By the end of 
October, 1945, the de-Nazification of the banking institutions was virtually 
completed. At that time, out of a total of forty thousand bank employees, 
seven thousand had been removed, and some six hundred arrested. It was 
reported that the problem of removing Nazis from all positions, where 
their influence might prove harmful, necessitates the investigation cf over 
three quarters of a million individuals, 
* * * 


In addition to the task of eradicating Naziism, the 
Red Cross To British Military Government has had to deal with 
such problems as housing, and the provision of care 
Help Refugees for the many refugees in the area. To assist in the 
work of caring for refugees, permission has been given for the revival of 
four German welfare societies, One of these, the German Red Cross, was 
used during the war as a para-military service, It is now being reorgan- 
ized, and with the other welfare agencies, will assist in the administration 
of relief “without distinction of race, colour or creed.” In the future, 
organizations of this type will be permitted only if they are founded on 
a “sound democratic and religious basis,” and have no traces cf Nazi 
influence, These facts give some idea of what is being accomplished in 


the British zone cf occupation, and of the progress of the very important 
process of de-Nazification there.

Treatment May Lead 
Prevention Of Silicosis 


Relief from silicosis has been 
afforded by use of aluminum dust in- 
haled into the lungs and researches 
Said the new treatment, originated 
in Canada, may lead to prevention of 
the dread, disease. 

The Colorado University School of 
Medicine announced that treatments 
it is conducting gave relief to those 
who have contracted the disease by 
breathing air contaminated with rock 
dust’ containing silica. i 

Researches said that, to date, the 
treatment relieved symptoms of the 
disease, permittin$ patients to 
breathe in comfort, but did not effect 
a cure, 

Similar experiments have prevent- 
jed silicosis in animals, cne of the re- 
searchers said. He added that “in 
jall probability” prevention among hu- 
mans will be possible. < 

Credit for discowery of the treat- 
ment generally is given Dr. Budley 
Irwin of the Banting Institute, To- 
ronto, and Dr. Douglas Robson and 
Jim Benny cf a northern Ontario gold 
mine, Initial reports on the treat- 
|ment were published in 1937.

W. L. Clark, writing in the Wind- 
sor Star, says: There are two rea- 
sons why ships for Canadian com- 
panies are being built in Great Bri- 
tain and Northern Ireland, instead 
of in Vancouver and other Canadian 
shipyards. 

One reason is that some of the 
ships being built are to replace ves- 
sels sunk by. enemy action through 
\the war, These will be paid for by 
insurance money, which is held in a 
pound sterling pool in Britain. They 
are “blocked pounds” and must be 
spent in Britain. It is part of Bri- 
tain’s general program of rehabili- 
tation of industry and the shipbuild- 
ing business is an important cog in 
Britain’s machine. 

The other reason. is that better 
ships are built in Britain at lower 
costs. That is something the Cana- 
dian shipbuilding industry has to in- 
quire into and rectify itself, if it 
wants to continue in the building 
business, It is all very well for ship- 
yard managers to talk and for union 
leaders to orate and send petitions, 
but the best way for the Canadian 
shipyards to attract business is to 
buckle down and build better ships 
at lower costs than they do in Bri- 
tain, 

It may not be palatable to have 
to’ admit that Britain is superior 
in the shipbuilding industry. But, 
unless that is admitted, the root of 
the reason why Canada does not 
build more ships is not approached.

These can be 
planted in rows a foot apart when 
one is going to cultivate by hand, 
Carrots, beets, beans are a. little 
larger and grow more slowly, Mini- 
mum space here would be about 15 
inches, and rather more for the 
larger beans.

potatoes; melons, cucumbers and
